1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Actmay be called 
the Goa Municipalities ( Amendment) Act, 1997.

(c ) Candidates who have graduated from Colleges other 

than the Goa Dental College and Hospital but who 
have completed the Internship in the Goa Dental Col 
lege and Hospital. 


( 3 ) Order of Merit: 


Rules for admission to the postgraduate Degree of the Univer 
sity of Goa at the Goa Dental College and Hospital, Bamboliin - 
-Goa. 

(1) These rules shall be applicable to all admissions for Post 
graduate Degree /Diploma courses of the University ofGoa at 
the Goa DentalCollege and Hospital and shall be effective from 
the date of their publication in the Official Gazette . The number 
of seats shall be determinated by the directives from the Dental 
Council of India and the University of Goa and will be adver 
tised once a year . 


The order of merit shall be determined by computing 
the marks in the following manner: 


(i) Themerit shall be arrived at by obtaining the sum of the 

percentage of aggregate marks and the percentage of 
marks in the subject related to the degree in which the 
candidate seeks registration . 


( II ) Admission shall be granted in the month of January 
every academic year as per the rules of the Goa University 
applicable from time to time. Applications shall ordinarily be 
invited in the prescribed forms four weeks before the com 
mencement of the new academic term . The last date of 
submission of applications shall be :15 days from the date of 
issue of notice . 


( ii ) Aggregatemarks: — The percentage ofaggregatemarks 

shall be arrived at by totalling the marks obtained in all 
the subjects of 1st, 2nd , 3rd and final B.D.S.Sem -I and 
Sem - II University Examination and reducing it to a 
percentage after the following deductions:-- 


(III) P. G. Degree course (M.D. S.) shall be of 3 years 
duration and P. G. diploma shall be of 2 years duration . 


(a ) 2 /, per cent of the marks shall be deducted for every 

failure from the marks of the subject failed , except in 
the case of the subject related to the degree of registra 
tion , 


(IV ) Eligibility , preference and order ofmerit: 


( 1) Eligibility :--- 


(b ) 2 /, per cent of the marks shall also be deducted as 

above if the student takes a drop in any subject (does 
not appear /is absent at the Examination ), at the sched 
uled time . 


Candidates applying for admission to the post 
-graduate degree course shall: 


(i) possess the B.D.S. degree of the University of Goa or 

any other University recognised as equivalent thereto 
by the Goa University and Dental Council of India ; 


(iii) A candidate with more than 2 total failure at the 

B.D.S. level from General Category and more than 3 
total failures for the reserve category i. e . OBC & SC / 
ST shall not be eligible . Any drop will be considered 
as an attempt/failure . 


(ii) have to be registered with State Dental Council after 

completing the compulsory Paid Rotating Internship 
of one year. Registration should be uptodate with the 
State Dental Council. 


(iv ) Total failure means the failure in more than one subject 

of a University Examination or dropping out from the 
Examination on any ground . 


( 2 ) Preference : 


While selecting the candidates for admission to post 
-graduate courses, preference in the following order 
shall be observed : 


(v) For selection , the minimum aggregate marks is the 

grand total of 1st to final B. D. S. and the subject of 
speciality should be as follows , after deduction of 
failure, if any, for making a candidate eligible to apply 
for the M.D. S. course . 


In General Category- Grand total of 1st to final year 
B.D.S. 55 % & subject of speciality 60 % . 


( a ) Candidates who have graduated from the Goa Dental 

College and Hospital and have also satisfactorily 
completed Internship (Clinical Assistant of the Goa 
Dental College from 1984 to 1989 ), at Goa Dental 
College and Hospital. If such candidates are not avail 
able , then 


-50 % 


In OBC - Grand total of 1st to final B. D.S. 
& subject of speciality -55 % 


SC , ST. Grand total of 1st to final year B.D.S. - 
50 % & subject of speciality - 50 % 


(b ) Candidates who have graduated from the Goa Dental 

College and Hospital but have done the Internship 
outside the Goa Dental College . If such candidates are 
again not available , then 


(vi) A weightage of 1 % ofmarks per year shall be given to 

a senior student who has passed from this Institution 
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prior to starting of the M. D. S. course subject to a 
maximum of 5 % marks in the grand total as well as in 

the subject of speciality . 
(vii ) Subject marks: - This refers to the percentage of 

marks in the subject related to the degree in which the 
candidate seeks registration . The percentage of sub 
jectmarks shall be arrived at after deducting 5 % of the 
marks for each failure or drop in the subject applied for. 


( 2 ) All particulars in the application form must be written 

carefully and legibly , incomplete application forms 

shall not be considered . 
( 3 ) Individual intimation shall be sent about selection in 

addition to display on the college notice Board . 


(4 ) All Postgraduates students shall have to attend the 

clinics, seminars and discussions organised by the 
respective departments irrespective of the fact that 
he/she is holding a service post or otherwise . 


Note: While computing the aggregate marks , how 
ever, deductions indicated in 3 (ii) ( a ) and (b ) above , 
shall not be made in the subject, where 5 % deduction 
has already been made for failure under subject marks 
at 3 ( vii) above . 


(5 ) Candidates have to purchase all instruments as 

directed by the Head of Departments , such as airotor 
Handpiece , Lab . Handpiece , Orthopliers , Articula 
tors , etc. 


(viii ) If two ormore candidates secure the samemarks in the 

merit list as drawn above , the subject marks shall 
decide the merit . In case the subjectmarks are also the 
same, the totalmarks secured by the candidate in the 
final B.D.S. examination or totalmarks of III B.D.S. 
examination or total marks of IInd B. D. S. examina 
tion or totalmarks of Ist B.D.S. examination depend 
ing on the post graduate subject for which the candi 
dates wants to register, 


(6 ) All students admitted for post-graduate degree or 

diplomaCourse shallmaintain good conduct, abide by 
the rules of College discipline, pay the requisite tuition 
fee and other charges mentained below by due date , 
attend the courses regularly and abide by the regula 
tions of the College/hospital failing which their 
registration for the post- graduate degree or diploma 
shall be liable to be cancelled . 


" The fees for all postgraduate Degree Course effective 
from the academic year 1997-98 shall be as under: 


Note : — "marks obtained in the subject” means the 
actual number of marks secured in the subjects in 
which post graduate degree is applied for, 


( ix ) Distribution of seats : 


( 1) Admission fees

( 1) Students shall be registered for post- graduate degree 

course once a year . 


The fees shall be payable in time as directed by the 
Dean , failing which fine of Rs . 10 /- per week or part 
thereof shall be charged till all fees are cleared . 


Note: - Each candidate should submitone application 
giving preference of choice which shall be final and 
should not be changed.

( 2 ) In case any seat falls vacant due to withdrawal or non 

-payment of fees by the candidates, the vacant seat 
shall be filled up from the waiting list but within the 
last date fixed for registration by the Goa University . 


( 7 ) In case any candidate is found to have furnished false 

information or certificates, etc. or is found to have 
concealed any information in his/her application form , 
he /she shall be debarred from admission and if admit 
ted , admission shall be cancelled without prejudice 
and subject to other disciplinary action for which he 
may be liable under the rules. 


( 3) In any difficulty /dispute arises as regards the distribu 

tion of seats, the decision of the Dean , Goa Dental 
College , shall be final, 


(8 ) Change of registration from one subject to another 

shall not be permitted under any circumstances . 
Provided that the students from the Goa Dental 
College and Hospital, if registered under the general 
category of P.G.seats and subsequently selected in the 
category of seats reserved for All India Examination 
such students shall be allowed to change to the 
registration of his choice . 


(4 ) Maximum one seat in each speciality may be reserved 

for in -service candidates, who have completed a mini 
mum period of 5 years of service . 


Note:--In - service candidate means a candidate posted 
in the department as per Dental Council of India . 


(9 ) A candidate who is completing or has completed a 

diploma in a particular speciality shall not be allowed 
to register for a diploma in another speciality . 


( x ) General Conditions: 


A candidate who is completing or obtaining post 
graduate degree in a speciality shall not be allowed to 
register in another speciality . 


( 1) Late applications shall not be accepted . 


: 
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( 10 ) A candidate who is completing or obtained postgradu 

ate degree in one speciality of the University ofGoa 
shall notbe allowed to register for postgraduate degree 
course in another speciality expect for super- speciality 
course if and when available . 


pletion of requirements for the same, shall not be 
considered for fresh registration in postgraduate de 
gree for a period of two years . 


( 14 ) In case of any other dispute not covered by the above, 

the decision of the Dean , Goa Dental College and 
Hospital shall be final and binding upon the candidate . 


( 11) A candidate who is registered for diploma in a 

speciality and has completed the requirements for the 
diploma or obtained the diplomamay be considered 
for postgraduate degree course in any speciality as he 
or she shall be deemed to be a fresh applicant.

( 12) A candidate who has registered for diploma Courses 

but has not completed the requirements prescribed for 
the diploma shall not be considered for registration in 
any postgraduate degree course . Such a candidate may 
however be considered for registration for postgradu 
ate degree course of the same speciality as the diploma. 


(15) Candidates being admitted for M. D. S. courses shall 

require to execute abond that they shall serve thisGov 
ernment for a period of 5 ( five ) years , on completion of 
the M.D. S. course, if called upon to do so , within a 
period of six months from the date of being eligible for 
the awared of the degree. The Governmentmay post 
them anywhere within the State .
